Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant Representative discussed the two references and argued 
that Hunter did not disclose automatically selecting the advertisements to generate the schedule. The Examiner noted 
that in column 8, Hunter discloses alternate embodiments. In one embodiment, the operator receives a job request 
from the customer (advertiser) indicating the monthly budget and "needs" of the customer, and then fills the available 
time slots based on those needs. In the final embodiment in that column, Hunter states that this time slot placement 
"may be implemented by a software package that takes into account the needs of both the customer and the system 
operator". The Examiner views this as automatically selecting the advertisements to generate the schedule. The 
Applicant Representative indicated that he would discuss with the Applicant the possibility of focusing the claims to 
making the selection of the advertisements based on other criteria than the time slots, such as the type or content of 
the movie being shown. The Examiner noted that such targeting of advertisements was known in the marketing 
industry and that depending on the wording of the amended claims may be subject to an obviousness rejection. 
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
